Pursuant to Section 108, paragraph d (4) of the Rational Seourity 
Aot of 1947* the Rational Seouritjr Counoil authorises and directs that* 

1, The Director of Control Intelligence shall ooordiaata and con- 
duct such exploitation of foreipi language publications for the collec- 
tion of foreign intelliganoa aa ha deems necessary to swat the needs 
of the intelligence agencies. In conducting such exploitation, he 
shall in consult at ion with the intelligence agencies establish priori- 
ties as required.

to more than one Department or Agency and because of the necessity for 
maximum economy, the principles outlined in National Security Council 
Intelligence Directive No. 2 are not entirely applicable to the 
procurement of forei(pi publications. In order to cope with the 
difficulties of procurement, the Committee agreed that further study 
of the problem should be conducted in order to draw up a world wide 
listing of available publications needed for centralised exploitation 
(nee b. Exploitation below) * At the sane time it was recognized that 
certain publications containing Information vital to the national 
security are being withheld ‘by certain foreign Governments from 
reaching the United States through normal channels. In view of this 
fact the Committee has unanimously decided that in the course of 
further studying the problem of procurement, a limited list of "vital 
publications* should be drawn up and presented to the IAC for 
transmittal to the Director of Central Intelligence in accordance 
with paragraph 3 of National Security Council Intelligence Directive

b. Exp loitat ion . A survey of existing exploitation facilities 
available to the XaC revealed that there exist certain deficiencies in

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the present service. Furthermore, it was determined that these 
deficiencies are particularly acute insofar as exploitation cf 
publications printed in the U.S.-S.R. and countries within the Soviet 
orbit. Deficiencies, although not so acute, were found to exist in 
regard to certain other areas as well. In the hope of remedying these 
deficiencies, it was agreed to by the Committee that the Central 
Intelligence Agency should assume the responsibility of coordinating 
all activities in the field of foreign document exploitation. After 
taking into account what limited exploitation is currently conducted 
by Departmental intelligence agencies, CIA should augment this effort 
by exploiting such publications as are considered of common interest 
to the IAC member agencies. In addition, CIA should make provisions 
for exploitation of certain categories of foreign publications of 
special interest upon recuest when such exploitation cannot be 
satisfactorily performed by the Department or Agency concerned. In 
order to perform this task, CIA should maintain continuous contact 
with the Departments and Agencies concerned through a permanent 
Foreign Document Exploitation Committee of the IAC in order to 
determine what exploitation is being conducted, to survey the foreign 
language material available and to establish the priorities for 
exploitation by subject matter and area so as to best serve the IAC 
member agencies. 

4. Recommendations 

In accordance with the findings of the Committee discussed 
briefly above in paragraph 3, the following recommendations are 
submitted for the consideration by the Intelligence Advisory Committee

a, The Central Intelligence Agency should assume responsibility 


for over-all coordination of exploitation of foreign language documents 
and to perform such, exploitation centrally as may be necessary to meet 


the requirements of the XAG agencies. 


b. A permanent Foreign Document Exploitation Committee should 
be established in order to draw up lists of publications required for 
centralized exploitation; to determine the priorities for exploitation 
of publications by subject matter and area; and in order to generally 
assist the Director of Central Intelligence in the exploitation program. 

e. Each IAC member agency may retain, at its discretion, a 
translation and/or abstracting unit for the purpose of translation and/or 
abstracting special interest material . ’ A 'he Director of Central Intelli- 
gence would be informed of such exploitation ia order to prevent 
duplication of effort, and the resul'tc of this work would be made 
available to CIA. upon request. 


d. a national Security Council Directive or such other 
Instructions as may be considered appropriate should be formulated 
embodying the recommendations outlined above. A draft of a National ' 
Security Council Directive is attached herewith.
